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Continuation of 13. Other: The amendment after final filed on September 28,2005 obviates prior art rejection under 35 USC 103. 
Applicant has amended the claims that raise new issues that would require further search. The new issues being the slide shutter 
comprising of plurality of slits extending therethrough which are spaced apart at a pitch equal to a pitch of the openings in the lid along a 
sliding direction of the slide shutter and the slide shutter is slideable to open and close the openings in the lid by algining the slits in the 
slide shutter with the openings In the lid and by removing the slits from alignment with the openings in the lid. In reponse to applicants 
remarks with regards to the slide shutter (94) or 98 as pointed out in the drawings (Figure 8) is the slide shutter as recited in the claims. .
